Stocks  of   all   types  1/    of  leaf   tobacco   totaled  3»^90  million  pounds   (farm- 
sales-weight)   on  October  1,    19^9  =**      This   is  about   k  percent  higher   than 
stocks  on  the   same  date  last  year,   when  there  were  3»5^'9  million  pounds 
reported  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  in  the  United  States  and  Puerto  Rico, 

During   the   third  quarter,    July-September,    19^9>    approximately  S10  million 
pounds  of   tobacco   were  marketed  by  growers  as  compared  with  around   725  million 
pounds  for   the  same  quarter  last  year.      The  marketings  consisted  principally 
of  flue-cured  tobacco 9   but  also  included  Maryland  and  cigar-leaf, 

A  summary  by  classes  of  tobacco   shows  flue-cured  and  Burley  stocks  up  about 
^  percent  and  8  percent   respectively  from  the  previous  October  1,   while 
fire-cured,    Maryland  and  dark  air-cured  holdings  declined  slightly.     For 
domestic   cigar- leaf ,    stocks  of  the  filler  types  were  down  because  of   the 
marked  decrease   in  Puerto   Rican.      Binder  Holdings  were  also  lower*    but   stocks 
of   the   shade-grown  wrapper   types  were  up  9  percent.

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CIGARETTE-LEAF  STOCKS 

Flue-cured  Stocks  Greater,  Burley  Carryov er  Highest  on  Record; 
Maryland  Down  Slightly  from  Last  October  1 . 

Marketing  of  the  19^9  flue-cured  crop,  estimated  at  somewhat  over  1,1  "billion  pounds, 
"began  in  July  and  sales  totaled  795  million  pounds  through  September  30  - 
considerably  more  than  marketed  through  this  date  last  year.   Stocks  of  flue-cured 
tobacco  were  raised  to  1,9^-  million  pounds  as  of  October  1,  19^9*  compared  with 
1,87^  million  on  October  1,  19^8. 

Burley  tobacco  stocks  were  the  highest  on  record  for  this  quarter,  reflecting  the 
large  19^8  crop  resulting  from  very  heavy  yields  per  acre.  Dealers  and  manufac- 
turers inventories  of  Burley  tobacco  were  97^  million  pounds  for  an  increase  of 
72  million  over  the  October  1  level  a  year  ago.   Disappearance  of  Burley  during  the 
past  marketing  year  (October  19^+8-Sept  ember  19^9)  as  indicated  by  stocks,  amounted 
to  531  million  pounds  compared  with  523  million  during  the  previous  marketing  year. 
Exports  of  Burley  tobacco  were  Ul09  million  pounds  for  an  increase  of  lU.U  million, 
while  indicated  domestic  consumption  of  1+89  million  pounds  was  slightly  under  the 
previous  year's  figure. 

Stocks  of  Maryland  leaf  amounted  to  5^  million  pounds  on  October  1,  19^9t  a  decline 
of  2  million  from  a  year  ago.   Marketing  of  the  19^-8  Maryland  tobacco  crop  of  about 
35  million  pounds  was  completed  during  the  third  quarter  this  year.   Indicated 
disappearance  of  Maryland  leaf  during  the  October  19^8  -  September  19^9  period  was 
37  million  pounds  compared  with  3^.  3  cluring  the  previous  year.   Exports  during  the 
past  marketing  year  were  the  largest  in  recent  years,  amounting  to  9»1  million 
pounds  compared  with  7.3  million  exported  the  year  before.  Domestic  consumption  of 
27.9  million  pounds  was  slightly  greater  than  for  the  previous  year. 

Holdings  of  Foreign-grown  ciga.rette  and  smoking  tobacco  (Turkish  and  other.)  totaled 
13^-.2  million  pounds  this  October  1  as  against  112. h   million  on  October  1  last  year, 

DARK  TOBACCO  STOCKS 


Eire-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Lower 

Stocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  were  3  percent  lower  this  October  1,  totaling  157.2 
million  pounds  compared  with  162.6  million  a  year  ago.  Exports  of  ^3C2  million 
pounds  during  the  marketing  year,  October  19'+8-Septamber  19^9»  w&s  considerably 
larger  than  during  the  previous  year  and  resulted  in  the  decrease  in  stocks.  However 
indicated  domestic  consumption  of  35*^  million  pounds  was  about  one  million  potoda 
less  than  the  previous  year.   Stocks  of  fire-cured  leaf  by  types  were  21*9  million 
pounds  of  Virginia  fire-cured,  S1,G   million  of  Eastern  District  fire-cured,  h^^k 
million  of  Western  District  fire-cured  and  0e3  million  of  Henderson  Stemming  fire- 
cured. 

Holdings  of  dark  air-cured  tobacco  were  J^.l   million  pounds,  a  decrease  of  3*1 
million  from  last  October  1.  During  the  past  marketing  year,  October  19^+8  - 
September  19^9*  disappearance  as  indicated  by  the  level  of  stocks  was  37«9  million 
pounds  compared  with  32.7  million  the  previous  marketing  year.   The  larger 
disappearance  was  the  result  of  greater  exports  which  amounted  to  lU,8  million 
pounds  -  more  than  double  the  6,h   million  shipped  abroad  the  previous  year, 
Indicated  domestic  consumption  dropped  to  23. 1  million  pounds  or  3«2  million  below 
the  previous  year.  Dark  air-cured  stocks  were  divided  as  follows:   38.8  million 
pounds  of  One  Sucker,  32.1  million  of  Green  River,  and  3.2  million  of  Virginia 
sun-cured. 
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CIGAR-LEAF  STOCKS 

Cigar-filler  and  Binder  Stocks  Lower; 

Shade-grown  Holdings  Larger  Compared  With  Last  October  1 ; 

Stocks  of  Cuba  (Havana)  Reduced  Further. 

Holdings  of  cigar-leaf  were  330.2  million  pounds  of  all  domestic  types  including 
Puerto  Rican,  and  20.1  million  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  on  October  1,  I9U9.   The 
corresponding  figures  for  October  1,  19^-8,  were  337.6  million  pounds  and  25.1 
million  pounds,  respectively.  Large  exports  was  the  primary  cause  for  the  decrease 
in  stocks  of  the  domestic  types.  During  the  12  months,  October  19^8  -  September 
I9U9,  which  is  the  marketing  year  for  the  filler  and  binder  types,  exports  of  cigar- 
leaf  tobacco  reached  the  record  total  23.2  million  pounds  compared  with  7»2  million 
during  19^7~*+8  -  a  previous  record. 

filler  stocks  including  Puerto  Rican  were  185  million  pounds  whereas  holdings  of 
•these  types  totaled  191,7  million  pounds  on  October  3,19^8*  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf 
stocks  were  up  6.1  million  pounds  and  Ohio  filler  inventories  increased  2  million 
over  a  year  ago,  but  these  increases  were  more  than  balanced  by  the  sharp  decrease 
of  1^.9  million  pounds  in  stocks  of  Puerto  Rican  filler.  Stocks  of  filler  consisted 
of  106  million  pounds  of  Pennsylvania  seedleaf,  25.9  million  of  the  Ohio  filler 
types,  and  53. 1  million  of  Puerto  Rican*   Slightly  over  one-half  of  the  Puerto  Rican 
stocks  were  held  on  the  Island.  Based  on  October  1  stocks,  disappearance  by  types  ■ 
of  cigar  filler  tobacco  for  the  19^8-^9  marketing  year  and  corresponding  figures  for 
the  previous  year  were  as  follows:  Pennsylvania  seedleaf  5^»3  million  pounds  and 
53.8  million,  Ohio  filler  7.9  million  and  7,9  million,  and  Puerto  Rican  ko.k   million 
and  32.^  million,  respectively. 

Stocks  of  the  cigar-binder  types  were  123.3  million  pounds  compared  with  125*8 
million  a  year  earlier.   Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf  holdings  showed  the  largest 
decrease,  being  3.8  million  below  the  previous  October  1,  but  stocks  of  Northern 
Wisconsin  were  about  one  million  pounds  lower.  On  the  other  hand,  stocks  of 
Southern  Wisconsin  leaf  were  2.6  million  pounds  above  the  figure  for  October  1,  19^8. 
Binder  type  stocks  on  October  1,  19^9  were  divided  as  follows:  Connecticut  Valley 
Broadleaf  26,5  million  pounds,  Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed  19.8  million, 
JT'OW  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed  1.7  million,  Southern  Wisconsin  39*8  million, 
Northern  Wisconsin  35»2  million  and  Georgia  and  Florida  binder  0.3  million.   Total 
disappearance  of  cigar-binder  tobacco  during  the  October  19*+8  -  September  19^9 
marketing  year,  as  indicated  by  stocks,  was  63.6  million  pounds  compared  with  68.2 
Mllion  for  the  previous  year.  Disappearance  of  the  Connecticut  Valley  types 
exceeded  the  previous  year's  figures,  whereas  the  amount  was  smaller  for  the 
Wisconsin  types. 

SJiade-grown  cigar  wrapper  leaf  stocks  were  21.9  million  pounds  on  October  1,  19^9  ~ 
$n  increase  of  1.9  million  from  the  previous  October  1  level.  Most  of  the  19^9  crop 
0'f  Georgia  and  Florida  shade,  estimated  at  5*6  million  pounds,  was  in  stocks  as  of 
October  1,  while  the  bulk  of  Connecticut  Valley  shade  enters  stocks  after  this  date. 
Connecticut  Valley  shade  holdings  were  13*3  million  pounds,  and  Georgia  and  Florida 
shade  8.6  million. 

Stocks  of  Cuba  (Havana)  leaf  were  19.^  million  pounds  on  October  1,  I9U9  or  k.f 
million  pounds  less  than  was  on  hand  a  year  earlier.  Stocks  of  other  foreign  types 
were  0.5  million  pounds  of  Sumatra  and  Java,  0.2  million  of  Philippine  Islands 
(Manila),  and  0.1  million  of  Other  Foreign-grown  cigar-leaf.
